Here are some high-lights from the 


official bulletin on how the federal 
government will participate in con- 
structing rural light lines: 


1. What will a loan by REA cover? 


Generally the loan will cover the 


cost of building a distribution line 
including the service line to the 
farm home (up to 150 feel in 
length) and the customers' meters 
. . . Consumer loans for wiring and 
appliances will be handled in an- 
other way. The Electric Home and 
Farm Authority will make loans 
for this purpose. 
2. Will any grants be made? 


It is not the intention of REA to 


make any prants. The loan may be 
made for the entire cost of the 
project. 
3. What security will be demanded 


for loans to build rural power lines? 


In the case of 
public 
bodies 


which do not have the right to 
pledge for such a purpose their 
Rencral credit based upon the tax- 
ing power, there is nothing in the 
REA policy to prevent the accept- 
ance only of a lien upon the line 
and a special form of obligation 
known as revenue bonds or notes.

ATHENS, Greece— (/B— The govern- 


ment of Premier Tsaldaris resigned 
Thursday, and the monarchist leader, 
General George Konclylis, took over 
the helm. 


The resignation climaxed a dispute 


over monarchy. 


As the Ethiopian war enters its second week, main lines of strategy of 


the Italian armies have become apparent, and are vividly shown in the ani- 
mated sketch-map above, drawn by NEA Service Staff Artist George Scarbo. 


Opening tactical maneuvers of the Italian commanders, perfectly co-or- 


dinated, indicate that the whole Italian attack has been planned with the 
object of subduing the entire Ethiopian country, and the outcome of the 
Italian campaign may rest upon two major battles. 


The first of these engagements will be fought some place north of Addis 


Ababu in the rough mountainous country which now lies between the native 
regular force defending Ethiopian capital, and the Italian northern army that 
captured Aduwa. This general region is shown at the left in the sketch above. 


The second decisive action, it now appears, may be fought in the region 


near Harrar and Jijiga, shown at the right. In these two cities the Ethiopians 
are reported assembling a force of native irregulars estimated to number as 
many as 200,000 men, to meet a double attack of the second and third Italian 
columns. 


The second Italian force is advancing from the Red Sea port of Assab, 


around the border line of French Somaliland. As this column advances, it 
will seek to cut the railroad line from'Djibouti to Addis Ababa, at a point 
some place near Dircdawa, and possibly attack the rear of the Ethiopian 
lorce at Jijiga. 


But by far the most spectacular of the Italian drives is the third move-

Child's Pace Depends on Straight 


Teeth. 


The appearance of your child de- 


pends greatly on the attention you pay 
to his teeth. 


It is for the purpose of preventing 


deformities in the teeth, and resultant 
misshaping of the face, that a new 
specialty in dentistry, called orthod- 
ontia, has grown up. Such specialists 
seek to restore the teeth and jaws to 
a normal appearance and prevent fur- 
ther deformities. 


The first thing an orthodontist wants 


to know, when he sees a child with o 
queer-shaped mouth,' is whether the 
youngster has any bad habits, like 
' thumb-sucking, and whether it has 
trouble breathing because of an ob- 
struction in the nose. Then he wants 
to know whether removal of these 
causes would improve the looks of the 
teeth. 


If this occurs, before -the permanent 


teeth come out, the dentist wants to 
know whether disappearance of the 
baby teeth and coming of the perma- j 
neiit teeth will take care of'the trou'- 
ble.- If not, he takes measures to'bring 
about a normal appearance.'. 


Sometimes some of the teeth must 


be extracted to make room for the 
rest. In other case's, the teeth must 
be wedged > apart. 


Generally, if the baby teeth are 


crowded and the jaws 'dp not shut 
well, you won't fihd'any improvement 
•when 
the 
permanent 
teeth 
come 


through. In fact, the condition might 
get" worse. 
. 
". 


'You should see, therefore,- that a 


competent dentist begins work on the 
teeth, when the child is only from 4 
to 6 years old, to get what help may 
be given at these ages. 


It is not likely that the elemination 


of thumb-sucking and mouth breath- 
ing will cure the irregularity of the 
teeth, but certainly these conditions 
should be attended to because they 
make any kind of cure difficult, even 
•with the best dental care. 


Between the ages of 6 and 9, the 


permanent incisors take the place o 
the smaller milk teeth. Proper spac- 
ing is necessary so that these teeth 
will come in straight and true. 


The canine teeth come in between 


11 and 12 years and fill the pap be 
tween the incisor teeth and the first 
premolars. If there is crowding, these 
teeth will be forced outward and re- 
semble miniature tusks. In other cases 
they may press on the incisor teeth 
beside them and tilt these teeth out- 


< ward. 
Then come the second, or 12-year- 


old, molars which may also push for- 
ward the teeth in front of them and

European war. It includes the belief 
;hat Mussolini dares not court war 
with England.

members will concede peace terms to 
Italy which would be much more ad- 
vantageous than the league 
offer 


which Mussolini already has turned 
down.
